OLDEST PARIS NEWSPAPER 


The Journal. Des Debats and Napo- 
leon’s Famous News Ordor 


The oldest newspaper in Paris, the 
Journal des Debats, was on2 of the 
cluster of newspapers which sprang 
into being with the beginnings of pop- 
ular government in 1789. ; 

It was founded by a printer named 
Baudoin, and purported to be, as its 
namé shows, a mere chronicle of pol- 
itical events. Owing to its pungent 
criticisms of men and affairs it soon 
became one of the most: influential of 
tho Paris journals! ST Lae 

In 1805 the paper was compalled by 
Napoleon to change its name and be- 
came the Journal de l'Empire. It was 
in the course of the correspondence 
which took place between Napoleon 
and the editor, Fievee, on the subject 
of the threatened censorship that the 
emperor | the order. has be- 
come’ famous, about the policy of tlie 
hewspaper, “that it should publish no 
news unfavorable to the government 
until the truth was so well known that 
publication was needless.” 

After Napoleon's retirement to Elba 
the haper resumed its old title. It is} 
still edited and printed in the houte| 
where it was first started, beside the 
church of St. Germain de l’Auxerrois, 
from the tower of which the signal 
was given for the massacre of St. Bar- 
tholomew’s eve. Of al the gfeat Paris 
newspapers it has been tl least af- 
fected by the modern developmeats of 
journalism, and its‘dignified columns 
are an encouragcment ‘to thoughtful } 
reflection and a serious stud: of al- 
fairs.—-London Times.

Halibut is eas"'y the next most im- 
portant fish for the month, with 
total catch Janded of 1,016,006 pounds. 
The only other variety that was re- 
presented in any quantity was the 
cod to the extent of 6,000 pounds, all of 
which was used in a fresh condition. |

production of fruits and vegetables 
in the district around Prince Rupert. | 
These have been of exceptionally 
good quality. Fruits ripened earlier 
than usual this season, bringing them 
into close competition with produce} 
grown farther to the south.

Railway, along the Skeen river, has

Some people have said Bassano 
came on the map like a mushroom, 
Fortunately, the. only’ similarity 
can be*attributed to its quickness 
of development. Unlike other towns 
in the West {that have undergone 
boom times., Bassano has come 
out with a foundation for devel- 
opment that outrivals}'’any contem- 
Scarcely four years have 
passed since Bassano was not even 
a ‘‘quantity to be unknown,’’ yet 
t oday there can be found every con 
venience of a modern city. It has 
been the idea of the town to pro- 
vide necesgities first and leave the 
luxuries to be enjoyed when the 
town has proven worthy of them. 
Hence Bassano boasts an unrivall- 
ed Ewaterworks system and_ fire 
protection, sewage disposal, eléetric 
lights, incinerator and every pros- 
pect of a natural gas supply. 
This, combined with a splendid 
railway service and a large sur- 
rrounding territory of fertile irrigat- 
ed land, assures a future. 

Still, there is apt to come the 
feeling thatthe heights “have been 
gained—that everything has gone 
the limit—and that a halt should 
be called while people sit back. and 
feel well satisfied. This is danger- 
ous for the town as well as an in-, 
dividual. A feeling of content- 
ment in human attainment. is not 
a good thing ina singular or col- 
lective sense.
